It is seventeen yours ago since 
no smal iu quantity of tonnage 
was under construction in British 
shipyards, the amount being only 
$85,000 tons -a decrease of 124,- 
000 tens as compared with the 
previous quarter, and 412,000, tons 
below the figurds for i924.

On the 
first tests the slowest sneed of the 
aeroplane was some ten miles an 
hour faster than the highest speed 
of the airship, with the result that 
contact between the airsitip and 
aeroplane was made at a relative 
speed of ten miles an hour. The 
result of this was that the aero- 
plane pulled up with a jerk and the 
nose swung up “and the airscrew 
was damaged by hitting the suspen- 
sion wires and so the machine was 
unhooked. again and it glided down 
safely to its aerodrome.
